1 . DR. GEYER OF THE MFA INFORMED CHARGE ON FEBRUARY 4 
THAT A VISA WOULD BE PLACED IN RACHEL BISHOP S 
PASSPORT AT THE END OF THIS WEEK OR THE BEGINNING OF 
NEXT AND THAT THE PASSPORT WOULD BE RETURNED THROUGH 
NORMAL CHANNELS. HE SAID HE HAD OBTAINED HIS MINISTER'S 
APPROVAL FOLLOWING THE JANUARY 22 DISCUSSION WITH THE 
CHARGE (REFTEL). AS DR. GEYER IS NOW ACTING DEPUTY 
FOREIGN MINISTER IN GRUNERT'S ABSENCE, WE UNDERSTAND 
HIM TO MEAN THAT HE OBTAINED AGREEMENT FROM FOREIGN
